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TYPHOID FEVER OUTBREAK TRACED 
CONSUMPTION RAW MILK 


Seven typhoid fever occurring Porterville, 
Tulare County, August were traced raw milk 
contaminated carrier employed milker. In- 
vestigation the outbreak was made the State De- 
partment Public Health the request the local 
health departments. 

Relationship the the was proved 
phage typing, six and the being phage type 
Imperfect The seventh case had moved from the area 
and was not typed. 

Several interesting facts were brought out the 
investigation. 

The who was employed the dairy for only 
days from July July 13th, had his typhoid 
1895. For six weeks, including the time worked 
the dairy, had taken three teaspoonfuls mineral 
oil every night. 

Due the fact that the dairy delivered milk two 
sections town alternate days and cases 
both sections, evident that contamination 
more than one day. There are two possible explana- 
tions why few frank developed: (1) 
because mechanical milkers and bottlers were used, only 
small portion the milk was contaminated; (2) the 
dilution was great and only few bottles had chance 
sufficient organisms produce the disease. 

Another employee the dairy was found ex- 
creting typhoid organisms, also type Imperfect 
has been employed the dairy for years 
and had history having had typhoid, probably 
temporary 

Laboratory tests were positive for type Imperfect 
specimens from two the family contacts who 
were examined. Although was impossible get speci- 
mens from other persons who drank milk supplied 
the dairy, thought likely that such examinations 
would have revealed additional number persons, 
besides the two family contacts and the other dairy em- 
ployee, who were infected but did not have symptoms 
diagnosed typhoid fever.

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INCREASED FEDERAL FUNDS AVAILABLE 
FOR ALLOTMENT MCH SERVICES 


Federal annual authorization for maternal and child 
health services was increased from $5,820,000 $11,- 
000,000, and for crippled children’s services from $3,- 
870,000 $7,500,000 Congress August 1946, 
amendments Title the Social Security Act. 
These increased amounts will partially meet the needs 
for additional funds which the State agencies have in- 
the Children’s Bureau. Half the funds will 
allotted the States matching dollar-for-dollar 
basis, and half the basis need without matching.

STATES BAN MINERAL OIL FROM FOODS 


Manufacture and distribution mineral oil salad 
dressing have been banned New York State, 
ing Health News, August 1946, the New York 
State Department Health. 

Numerous gastroenteritis, ascribed the 
consumption mineral oil sold for cooking and table 
purposes number communities, affirmed the 
harmfulness mineral oil unregulated amounts 
the diet. Following local ban the sale foods 
taining mineral oil, declared the Westchester County 
Department, the New York State Department 
Agriculture and Markets prohibited the manufacture 
and distribution mineral oil salad dressings under 
any form labeling, with the statement that ‘‘mineral 
oil has food value and evidence now points its 
harmfulness the 

The State Board Health Oregon has adopted 
regulations providing that the use mineral oil the 
preparation food would constitute adulteration, 
thereby making its use preparation food restau- 
rants violation the law (Health Bulletin, August 
1946, Oregon State Board Health). The Oregon 
State Department Agriculture also made the use 
mineral oil the preparation food violation after 
August 1946. 

Since 1943, act the California Legislature, food 
deemed adulterated any mineral oil has been 
added it, mixed packed with it. California’s 
Health, November 30, 1945, Dr. Norman Jolliffe 
quoted regarding the interference mineral oil with 


the body’s utilization number essential food 
factors.
